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Dombind seized: Centre Hastings uses calcium on roads

The dust is finally set- 
tling over whether Centre 
Hastings’ roads will be 
treated with Dombind or 
calcium chloride this sum- 
mer. 

Road Foreman = Jin 
Wilson attended council 
April 28th and simply told: 
council, “I’ve been check- 
ing these roads and it’s go- 
ing to take more calcium 


than we thought.” 

At the previous council 
meeting on March 3lst 
Wilson had asked council 
what dust suppressant they 


‘wanted used this year and 


he was instructed to get 
some prices on calcium 
chloride per load-so council 
could do some comparing. 
Council decided on the cal- 
cium chloride. 

Reeve Tom Deline said 
the decision was made for 
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them when they heard Stir- 
ling-Rawdon Township had 
sent a truck down to get a 


load of Dombind and were 
‘told they couldn't have it. — 


**We just can’t get it,” 
said Deline. 

Wilson explained to 
council he had done 19,020 
metres of a local road with 
the calcium and it had cost 
approximately $2900 

Council asked how many 
kilometres Wilson could do 


with a load of calcium and 
he told them “‘about 14 or 

15 kilometres.” 

Reeve Deline, looking at 
the number of kilometres of 
dirt roads, said, “* You're 
looking at $29,000 to 
$30,000 for the year.” 

’ Treasurer Bonnie Jones 
informed council they had 
“‘only spent $10,000 last 
year.” 

Council asked Jones how 
much money was in the

Centre Hastings will be 
cracking down on chip wag- 
ons that operate in the mu- 
nicipality without having 
licenses. 


The decision was made . 


by members of council at 
their last regular meeting 
after Larry Kyte, owner/ 


operator of 3100 Fries, at- . 


tended to renew his operat- 
ing license. Council noted 
that this is an annual occur- 
rence and Kyte always fol- 
lows all regulations 

The comment was made 
by council that a great deal 
of work went into the by- 
law regulating chip wagons 
and it’s time ¢p ensure those 
regulations are met and fol- 
lowed. 

“If one has to comply to 
a regulation it’s only fair 
that everyone has to,” stated 
Reeve Tom Deline. Deline 
noted that Kyte is the only 
operator of a chip wagon in 


- 


ihe municipality that always 
gets his licence renewed and 
attends council annually for 
that purpose 

Councillor Crichton 
Harrop pointed out to coun- 
cil that Kyte keeps the prop- 
erty that his chip wagon sits 
on; at the corner of High- 
ways 62 and 7, “‘impecca- 
bly clean™’ and the munici- 
pality never has to worry 
about picking up garbage 
from the area. Kyte even 
picks up garbage from the 
comers of the highways to 
keep the property looking 
clean. Harrop said he has 
seen Kyte picking up four 
to eight bags of garbage 
from the corners of the high 
ways. 

Reeve Deline said he felt 
it was time the municipality 
should be “ ‘asking other 
og to conform to the 

y-law.’” He said council 
was well aware of other 

chip wagons operating 
within the municipal 


boundaries that did not have 
licences and had turned a 
blind eyaon them but it was 
time to change that

Cobourg--A mecting 
held between Northumber- 
land County Social Serv- 
ices, local service providers

Tree Planting 

Glenn introduced the 
guest speaker, John Moore, 
operator of Baltimore Val- 
ley Produce and Garden 
Centre on Highway 5. His 
topic was “trees.” Glenn 
completed his introduction 
with the following quotation 
by Géorge Orwell, “‘the 
planting of a tree is a gilt 
which you can make to pos- 
terity at almost no cost and 
with no trouble, and it will 
far outlive the visible effect 
of any of yourother actions 

good or evil.” 

As well as selling trees 
and shrubs, which he buys 
at the Toronto market, John 
also plants trees for hts cus- 
tomers if requested. 

He presented his topic 
very casually inviling ques 
tions from those who had 
problems and providing 
many laughs with his expla- 
nauions. 

When tree planting. 
choose specimens that are 
suited to your growing re- 
gion, such as magnolia 
redbud, catalpa, Japanese 
maple, which are more re- 
ceptive in.zone six. Winter 
die-back is common to these 
species in our zone--SB. 
Some plants, such as rhodo- 
dendron require an acidic 
soil while the soil of South- 
ern Ontario is mainly alka- 
line. Some trees (Russian 
Olive) are disease suscepti- 
ble. ", 

A tree should be planted 
during its dormant pernod, 
not after it has leafed out. If 
a Christmas tree is dug and 
planted ina pot, and an out- 
door hole is dug for it in the 
hard. it can be transferred 
after its use indoors and re- 
planted outside. 

Then in ongoing years 
you can walk through your 
yard and view your Christ- 
mas trees of past years. If 
you grow spruce trees“do 
not remove their bottom 
branches (unless they're 
dead). You can spoil the 
shape of your tree. 

Plant trees close to the 
house for shade, and at north 
and west sides for wind shel- 
ter. When planting, don’t 
dig the hole too deep. An- 
chor roots should be ground 
level or even above grade 
for air. Set the tree on the 
place’you intend todig. Make 
acircle around the root base, 
and discard most of the soil 
from the hole. Mix top soil, 
bone meal, peat moss and 
composted manure. Put the 
compostinthe top sixinches 
of the mixed soil. ‘ 

Spread the tree roots in 
the hole and fill with soil, 
leaving a moat around the 
hole to fill with water. Re- 
peat watering several hours 
later. Thorough watering is 
required once a week. 

if the tree is ina peat pot, 
carefully cutout the bottom 
and score on two sides so 


out tree planting 


they can be removed. John 
likes planting bare root trees 
whichare lightand mianage- 
able, such as cherry. pear. 
Reliance peach( hards }, plum,

As I write. the seventh 
light of Kosovar refugees 
las landed at the Trenton 
{ir Base and has been proc- 
‘sed. each flight holds ap- 
woximately 270 souls 
These are mostly tamilies 
with children and elderly 
veople whoa have been 


iriven from their homes. 


viten with only minutes of 
tice, and herded across 
he border into Macedonia. 
Now here they are far from 
wme, in a strange land, 
nost speaking no English, 
yut safe and well fed. It ts 
10 doubt the reason the 
rocess Wus named Opera- 
ion Parasol. 

Operation Parasol has 
hree phases (1) reception 
ind = processing, (2) 
sustainment, apenodof four 
osix weeks where the refu-’ 
2ees will be at Camp Re- 
-overy at the Trenton Air 
Base and (3) integration, this 
shase includes placing refu-’ 
zees with families. 

In addition to Military, 
immigration and Medical 
yersonnel, at least 1100 
volunteers including Salva- 
ion Army and Red Cross 
yersonnel have been in- 
volved in the difficult task 
of processing and relocat- 
ing the Kosovars and more 
are signing up every day. 
The Red Cross is the “Um- 
brella Organization” re- 
sponsible for co-ordinating 
he activities of allnon-Zov- 
srnment organizations and 
personnel. 

Because we had already 
indicated our willingness to 
house a family if needed we 
were contacted by the Red 
Cross to ask our assistance 
and | agreed to take the 6:30 
a.m. to 6:30 p.m, shift twice 
a week. We would like to 
have done more but we have 
already committed our- 
selves to look after friends 
of ours’ home and their

have been involved in such 
a massive undertaking. Al- 
len was also most helpful in 
filling in missing details. | 
would like toshare with you 
my experience by taking 
you through one day of the 
process. 

I rust say that the Mill- 
tary and The Red Cross had 
int place a well organized 
process by the time I ar- 
rived on the scene. On the 
first day, at 5:30 a.m., | and 
a host of others had to re- 
port to the Sisken Center, 
adjacent to the Trenton Air 
Base to be registered by the 
Red Cross. 

Here we had to fill out 
forms giving personal in- 
formation, for an RCMP 
security check and a prom- 
ise of confidentiality (the 
reason for the dryness of 
this article). We were given 
a Volunteer Information 
identification Tag, a name 
tag anda Red Cross vest. To 
make sure you returned 
there at the end of your shit 
you were required to leave 
some identification, We 


~ were told to proceed to the 


Mountain, View Air Base 
where the refugecs had 
spent the night. 

The Albanian refugees 
had arrived the day betore 
at the Trenton Air Base. All 
were greeted by Red Cross 
and’ Salvation Army per- 
sonnel as they came off the 
plant (some one told me 1 
was the first time they had 
been greeted and welcomed 
by anyone). They were then 
grouped by families into 
units of about 35, given a 
colour sticker, food, and 
introduced to their inter- 
preter. These were mostly 
volunteer Balkans from all 
over Ontario. The one | was 
associated with came all the 


way from Windsor. They 
were then given a prelimi- 
nary check-up by Health 
Canada doctors to identify 
the most severe cases. They 
then had to pass through 
customs where they and 
their belongings were 
searched maimly to ensure 
no weapons were present. 
Shoes with any sotl or or- 
ganic material were contts: 
cated and shippers were sub 
stituted to. guard against 
importation of diseases 
They were then bussed to 
Mountain View and bed- 
ded down. 
At the Mountam View 
vate Military — Police 
checked vour‘pass and di- 
rected you tothe far hangar. 
Here a seasoned Volunteer 
named Bill gave us our on- 
entation session. The retu- 
gees were all dressed in 
striped greyish-blue bath 
robes and, as they were 
processed through immi- 


gration, were given identi-° 


fication tags or Minister of 
Immigration permits. When 
the whole colour coded 
group had passed through 
the interpreters who wore 
red caps explained carefully 
each step of the process. 
Each family was now as- 
signed a volunteer. |. was 
assigned a family Composed 
of a man, wife and two boys 
both under seven. The vol- 
unteer next to me gota fam- 
ily of eleven. All communi- 
cation between myself and 
the family was by sign lan- 
guage or written pictures 
and numbers. For example, 
| was able to indicate-dis- 
tances on the maps posted 


around the room by writing 
Uown the némiber and ne. 


It is amazing how well you 
can communicate without 
language if you have to. For 
example, | was able to tell 
them about my family of 


nine natural. adopted, los- 


ter and step-children by the 
use of a pedigree chart and 
symbols. They were able to 
do the same for their fam- 
ily. This way | found out 
who in their family was 
MISSIN. 

Next came showers and 
hair washing. followed by a 
medical, then ¥-rays except

TENSION-FREE_GOLF 
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making ball contact 


There’s .a phenomenon 
in golf that most of us have’ 
experienced, 

It's called ** premature 
admiration’ ”. 

It seems that the closer 
we get tothe green the faster 
our heads come up. Most of 
us are good at keeping our 
heads **down"’ when hitting 
a tee shot. In other words 
keeping our cyes on the ball 
and watching the club make 
contact. 

That's because on along 
shot we have plenty of time 
to catch the flight of the ball 
through the air and watch it 
land. Not so with shorter 
shots. Of course, we all want 
to see where the ball is go- 
ing. Yet, it’s just as impor- 
tant to watch the club make 
contact with the ball on short 
shots. 

The dreaded sculled shot 
is a perfect example. In an- 
ticipation of the shot, our 
heads come up before the 
ball is struck, making clean 
contact just about impossi- 
ble. When our heads come 
up. so does the club head 
and we catch the ball half-

way up, sending itcareening 
through the green. 

Failing to watch the club 
make contact is probably 
the biggest reason for poor 
shots from 100 yards in. 

Just as when we hammer 
anail on the head, as long as 
we keep our eye on the nail, 
allis well. When we take our 
eye off the nail, our thumb 
usually pays the price.. 

When the same thing hap- 
pens in golf, our thumb is 
safe, but our score will suf- 
fer. For crisp, clean contact 
onall shots, putting included, 
watch the club make con- 
tact with the ball, and see 
your scores come down in- 
stead.

What most golfers strug 
gle to understand is the sub 
tlety of this maxim. Focus 
does not mean mentally 
straining to enforce alert- 
ness throughouta swing.

Food-raising at home 


- While few soils are per- 
fect, not many are hopeless, 
so don’t worry if you lack 
the “‘light, sandy loam” that 
vegetables prefer. If you 
have“heavy clay or light 
sand, add organic matter 
when you till or spade. Also, 
spade mulch in at end of 
season. 

To prepare the soil, rent 
a rotary tiller, or you can 
spade the plot if you wish. 
Either way, be sure the soil 
is broken up to at least a 
depth of 8 to 10 inches. 
Don’t work when the soil is 
soggy; just wait a day or 
two after rain falls. 

Remove grass tufts as 
you work. Break up soil 
clods. Rake away stones, 
sticks, debris. Add a two- 
inch layer of organic mat- 
ter: compost or partly rotted 
leaves are good. Or, buy 
dry, bagged manure. Spread 
on garden and spade it in. 

Spread an all-purpose 
plant food evenly over plot. 
Using a rake, work food 
into top two inches of soil.

If seeds are big, 
hand-place them. Close the 
row. Mark and plant other 
rows until all the cool- 
weather crops are in. (Hold 
warm weather seeds until 
later, then follow the same 
procedure.) 

How to set out plants. 
Choose a cloudy day for 
setting out young starts of 
vegetable plants. 

Set cabbages, broccoll, 
and onions out with the early 
crops; set the tomatoes, pep- 
pers, eggplants later. 

Before planting toma- 
toes, set a six-foot stake ten 
inches into the ground by 
each main-crop tomato, set 
a four-foot stake by each 


cherry, Patio or other smail 
tomato. 


Using a trowel, dig holes 
for each plant. Knock plants 
out of pots carefully. If 
many plants are in pack, 
separate the roots gently. 

Set tomatoes deeper than 
they formerly grew in nurs- 
ery. Water all the plants.

Grass 
clippings, hay, or straw 
make good garden mulches.

Attacked by caterpillars 


QO: My tree is being at- 
tacked by caterpillars and 
has lost a lot of foliage. 
Will it survive? 

A: There are several spe- 
cies of insects that attack 
trees in large numbers and 
can cause impressive dam- 
age. 

Caterpillars are often the 


cause of damage, although _ 


some sawfly larvae or leaf- 
beetle larvae can be quite 
voracious. 

When defoliation occurs 
carly in the seasons and the 
tree or shrub has a chance to 
grow new foliage, the im- 
pact is minimal. 

Fortunately, most defo- 
liating insects have only one 
generation in-our climate. 

If the damage occurs at 
the end of the season, there 
is also less concern because 
the trees have had a chance 
to produce and store food 
reserves in their roots.

sect attack destroys the 
leaves in mid-summer and 


The nature of lawn- 
mower injuries makes them 
very Mirty and bloody. First, 


_ cleah the wound with water 


and apply direct pressures 
to try and stop the bleeding. 
Wrap the wound with a 
clean bandage and head to 
the emergency room. If 
there is profuse bleeding that 
won't stop, call an ambu- 
lance. 

Of course, prevention is 
the best medicine. Many of 
the disfiguring and crippling 
injuries might be prevented

Growing degree days is 
one measure, which can be 
used to determine the ideal 
harvest date, but many pro- 
ducers do not collect and 
collate weather data on their 
farm and hence they are 
unable tosay when the ideal 
350 degrees celsius (650 
degrees Fahrenheit) grow - 
ing degree days have been 
accumulated. However, 
growing degree days may 
be available at your local 
OMAFRA office. 

Ideally, alfalfa should be 
harvested at the early bud 
stage at a time when the 
physical development of the 
plant is used as a gauge of 
maturity and quality. Often 
poor growing conditions 
prevail and the producers 
are unable to observe the 
physical changes in the plant 
and must rely on other meth- 
ods to determine huarvest- 
inv time. When they are 
unable to make the visual 
observation, they should fall 


back on the calendar 
method. This method pays 
attention to the time of the 
year when the plant reaches 
maturity: at the end of May 
to early June in established 
stands. 

Harvesting early allows 
producers to get several 
Cullines in a year. increase 
level of production and im- 
prove quality of forage 
Once the first cut is taken, 


the second cul should be 
made 35 days later. Any 
additional cut should take 
into consideration the time 
required to build plant re- 
serves for the winter.

Although you may have 
bought u reject from the 
milk factory farni she ts 
probably quite capable of 
not only providing for her 
call but also provide you 
with lots of milk for your 
table. 

Grain needs for your jer- 
sey will increase as you 
demand more from her. 
Purchase a good 16% dairy 
ration from your local feed 
store. Check quality and 
price before making a 
choice because once you 
start on a grain ration stick 
to it as it 1s better for your 
cow to have a consistent 
diet. Insist on a pure grain 
formula with no artificial 
additives or chemicals. Her 
extra graincan be fed to her 
as you milk her for your 
own use, 

The best routine is to milk 
your cow early inthe mom- 
ing. To do this you must 
isolate the calf from the cow 
so there 1s milk for you in 
the morning. Keep the calf 


‘within sight of its mother 


otherwise the bawling and 
bellowing will keep you 
awake all meht. Cows love 
a regular routine so always 
nuik heratexactly the same 
lime everyday even Hh you 
feel hike sleeping im. Bemy 
awhomesteaderts not always 
Cusy. 

Pul your cow in a tie-up 
so she can't travel around 
as you milk her. Being clean

Wash you hands. 

Bring a pail of warm, 
soapy water and wash her 
udder and teats thoroughly. 
Dry her with clean paper 
towels. By now she will have 
let down her milk for you. 
Yes, she has control ..over 
whether she will give you 
mulk or not. Talk to her, rub 
her bag and be a good friend. 
Do not let her kick. If she 


does so give heraswiftkick © 


on the offending leg 
everytime she does so and 


say “No!” She will evéntu-. 


ally learn to tolerate you. 
Remember, your hands are 
not nearly as pleasant as a 
warm, loving calf. You are 
the boss and let her know 
you are. 

Milk her out completely 
and dip each teat with a 
special cup and teat dip 
(avatlable at your teed 
store). The cup is $4 and the 
dip is about $10 per valion. 

if you are not clean with 
your cow you can give her 
mastitis, an infection in her 
udder. She becomes very 
ill, you lose your milk, the 
calf is in trouble and you 
can ruin your cow for milk 
production for the future. If 
you even suspect an udder 
infection call your vet or 
contact an experienced milk 
farmer to assess your suspi- 


cions. 


Now that you have 
milked your cow strain your 
milk through a clean cloth 
to be sure your milk is clean 
of impurities. Store your 
milk in a super clean con- 
tainer. I always use glass or 


Stainless steel. Plastic is too 


hard to clean. Refrigerate.

Put four litres of milk 
(more if you've got it) ina 
super clean stainless steel 
pot and heat until it is 80 
degrees fahrenheit (add salt- 
optional-one tablespoon). 
Add five tablespoons of vin- 
egar. Stir..Keep warm but 
do not stir anymore for five 
or ten minutes until it starts 
to thicken. Remove from 
heat and let sit for an hour or 
so. Strain ina colander lined 
withcloth. Drainextremely 
well and twist the cloth to 
squeeze out all moisture. It 
will now be fairly firm. Pack 
in a container and refriger- 
ate. Voila... cheese.

Gardening is fun but 
watch for back injuries 


Now that spring has 
sprung and people turn to 
thoughts of gardening, Reg- 
istered Physiotherapist 
Doreen Sharpe of 
Campbellford underlines the 
need to guard against suffer- 
ing back problems. 

Unfortunately, gardeners 
haveatendency tooverwork 
themselves in their garden 
and end up nursing a sore 
back at the end of their hard 
day of work. Aches and pains 
often result from poor posi® 
tioning of the body, poor 
gardening - teebniques and 
overuse of specific muscle 
groups. 

Therapace Inc. Rehabili- 
tation Services, which has 
an office in Campbellford, 
provides the following arti- 
cle so people can garden 
without incurring physical 
injury or serious back in- 
jury. 


It has been discovered 
that the most common gar- 
dening injury occurs at the 
lumbar spine. This lower 
region of the back bears the 
brunt of prolonged and re- 
petitive forward bending and 


+ lifting. Through the use of 


some friendly tips, garden- 
ing cart become a hobby 
that is great for both youg 
body and soul. 

Begin your gardening 
with a nice light warm up. 


Start with some easy rak- * 
ing or go for a five-minute 
walk to raise your heart rate 
and warm up your muscles. 
Follow this with stretching 
of all the major muscle 
groups in order to minimize 
muscular aches and pains 
and help prevent injury. 
Extra time should be de 
voted to stretching the mus- 
cles of your back, neck, 
hands and fingers. Ask your 
physiotherapist to show you 
some stretches that will be 
beneficial while gardening. 

Be aware of your posture 
and body mechanics to help 
minimize the strain on your 
body. 


Don't Twist Spine 


When sweeping, mulch- 
ing or even potting, move 
your feet instead of twisting 
at the spine. If itis not possi- 
bic toavoid twisting, ighten 
your stomach muscles in 
order to protect your back. 
When lifting or unloading, 
use your legs rather than 
your back to move those 
heavy pots and bags of fer- 
tilizer. 

Bend your knees, keep 
your back straight and hold 
the object as close as possi- 
ble to your body in order to, 
prevent any unnecessary 
strain on your back. a
